There was 
no confusion among the officers or the 
passengers. 
The crew, however, who 
were mostly foreigners, became dis­ 
orderly at first, but discipline was soon 
restored. 
Finding that tho center of 
the s h i p was firmly fixed between the 
rocks and that there was no immediate 
danger of her breaking up, the passen­ 
gers gained confidence. Later we saw 
(he Gladlsfen approaching. She lay to 
about a m i l e off, not being able to 
come nearer on account of the heavy 
sea. 
At about ll o’clock one of the 
Madina's boats was lowered, but be­ 
fore anyone could get into It. it was 
smashed to bits. The other ships boats 
were then launched with better success. 
The passengers were attached to ropes, 
the women first of all and lowered into 
the life boats.
